1 . OUR PRESENT THINKING IS THAT ONE OUTCOME OF THE 
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TRILATERAL LONDON FOREIGN MINISERS ’MEETING COULD BE FOR 
THE SECRETARY TO ASK ME TOPROCED TO THE AREA TO HELP 
MAINTAIN THE CONTINUITY OF OUR DISCUSSIONS. IF SO, WE 
WILL SEND OUT AN EARLY MESSAGE ASKING YOU TO APPROACH YOUR 
HOST GOVERNMENTS. BUT NO CONTACT RE POSSIBLE TRIP SHOULD 
BE MADE AT THIS TIME. 
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2. MEANWHILE FOR PLANNING PURPOSES WE ARE THINKING OF 
ITINERARY ALONG FOLLOWING LINES. POSTS SHOULD RESERVE 
HOTEL SPACE FOR PARTY OF EIGHT (INCLUDING SIX SINGLES 
FOR DEPUTY ASSISTANT SECRETARY STERNER. GEORGE SHERMAN, 
BILL KIRBY, HELEN KAMER, TWO SY AGENTS WHO WILL JOIN PARTY 
IN BRUSSELS AND SMALL SUITE OR LARGE DOUBLE FOR THE 
ATHERTONS IN SUITABLE HOTELS (KING DAVID IN JERUSALEM AND 
HILTON IN CAIRO). RESERVATIONS SHOULD BE MADE WITHOUT 
DISCLOSING NATURE OF PARTY OR PURPOSE OF TRIP.
